are cleaning th e ir houses as rapidly 
as possible and all the sewers are in 
operation. 
The w a te r supply has al­ 
so been placed in w orking o rd e r and 
furnished a sufficient 
quan tity 
to 
meet all demands. 
R hoades stated 
th a t he had recom m ended the 
two 
big m a rk e t sections to be cleaned up 
promptly so the f a rm e rs could help 
solve the flood problem. 
“ Since the generous action of the 
war d epartm ent, th ro u g h Major Nor- 
moyle, in furnishing rations, the con­ 
fidence of the people has been re sto r­ 
ed in this line,” he said. 
“I do not 
think that the situation here was u n ­ 
derstood properly an d believe we can 
get along all rig h t a t present.” 
Small hospitals th a t were estab­ 
lished earlier are being abandoned 
or being concentrated in several large 
asylums. 
“ T h ere is not a gre at a m o u n t 
of 
sickness,” Rhoades reported. 
“ But 
thirty scattered cases of diphtheria, 
some measles and scarlet fever, ana 
possibly intestinal 
diseases 
which 
may develop later on led me to re ­ 
quest the establishm ent here of a 
field hospital. 
W e are short of m e d ­ 
ical supplies but this can be 
m et 
promptly. 
T he sanitary d ep a rtm en t 
is well organized for efficient w o rk .” 
Rhoades declared it will take three 
m o n th s to thoroughly clean up the 
flood area.

MADISON. Wis., April 
4.— (Spe­ 
cial.)— Dr. O. H. Eliason, state vet­

the handling of tubercular cattle. Dr. 
Eliason proposes that the legislature 
now sitting shall enact a law which 
will authorize the Wisconsin Live­ 
stock sanitary board to permit indi- 
vadual owners or companies, upon 
application to it, to establish quar- 
tine farms for the purpose of raising 
healthy calves from tubercular cat­ 
tle, tinder what 
is 
known as the 
“ Bang system,” and in confirmation 
with such rules and iegulations as 
may be established by the 
board. 
The bill will also provide 
for 
the 
transfer of ownership of tubercular 
cattle intended to be used upon such 
quarantine premises from the orig­ 
inal owner to the owner of the quar­ 
antine establishment, when sanction­ 
ed by the board. 
A bill is now being drafted for 
such legislation, and its sponsors are 
optimistic as to its final passage. 
Just what the regulations will be is 
not known at this stage, but it is 
certain that some of the following 
rules will be imposed:

connection with the present agitation 
ing favor of a buck law in .Michigan,' 
which George Shiras. 3rd, one of thej 
foremost naturalists of the country,; 
has been advocating. 
Shows Advantages 
“ In connection 
with 
Dr. 
Fisher' 
and Professor Beal, of the Biological 
survey,” Mr. 
Burnham 
continued, 
“ Mr. Shiras has prepared a table 
which shows in a striking way the 
advantages of the buck law in in­ 
creasing the num ber of deer which 
can 
properly be killed each year. 
These figures show that if twenty- 
four does and 
twenty-four 
bucks, 
age two years, be protected for ten 
years allowing annually thereafter an 
average of one and one-half fawns 
per pair; there would be 1,500 of 
each sex or a total of 3,120 deer in j 
the herd. 
Taking the same number 
to start with, and shooting 50 per j 
cent of each years bucks and d o e s ; 
indiscriminately, the herd would be 
exterminated at the end of the same : 
period, and only 155 deer would have 
been killed. 
If we shoot only 50! 
per cent of the bucks, we will have 
killed 781 of them in ten years, al 
like num ber will remain and t h e r e ’
